For the Gold Star Men of the 
Upland-Ontario community who 
have made the supreme sacrifice 
for the American way of life, 
hundreds of friends and relatives 
gathered last. night at the Chaf- 
fey community auditorium in the 
first public memorial service held 
in this area. 

The program was as the boys 
would have had it—no fanfare, 
no attempts at emotion. It was 
@ program by Chaffey high school 
students, too young to be fight- 
ing, but old enough to sing with 
full hearts those songs that have 
rung through Chaffey’s halls dur- 
ing this generation.

“Beautiful Lady”, “One 
Alone”, and ‘“Marching- Along To- 
gether” were the songs. that the 
Gold “Star” boys had learned in 
high school and J. C., and today’s 
students were singing them again 
hoping that somehow the boys 
could hear. 


Impressive informality marked 
the inspirational patriotic pro- 
gram. S. Earle Blakeslee opened 
with a selection on the organ. 
Curtains unfolded from the stage 
and President Spring in deliber- 
ate tones read the names of the 
44 former Chaffey students who} 
will not return. 


Musical selections were featur- 
ed but throughout the program 
was a spoken continuity by Miss 
Ellen Gale Michael. . The script 
for the production was written by 
Mrs. S. Earle Blakeslee while the 
special musical | selections were 
arranged by Mr. Blakeslee.

still acute in Upland, according to 


| reports from the Upland chamber 


of commerce. 

“Many persons call saying they 
have a room to rent but are reti- 
cent in giving kitchen privileges 
and. laundry — facilities,” Mrs. 
F. C. Wiley ‘of ‘the commerce of- 
fice explains. “Since the bulk of 
our inquiries for rooms come from 
wives of. men stationed at Cal- 
Aero or Ontario army air base, 
most of them desire rooms that 
will give a few comforts other 
than ‘sleeping quarters’.” 

Renters who are expecting a 
change of tenants or who have 
rooms, apartments or small 
houses that will be available are 
asked to list them with the cham- 
ber of commerce office. 


RIGID RULES STILL 
GOVERN BUILDING 


“Restrictions on housing con- 
struction and building improve- 
ments are not quite as strict as 
formerly, but are. still rigidly 
governed,” according to J. E. Sar-

Construction of some houses is 
permissible, but before permis- 
sion can be granted, absolute ne- 
cessity for building of the strpct- 
ure must be shown. Applications 
must be made by mail or in per- 
son to the Federal Housing War 
Protection Board in Los Angeles, 
Mr. Sargent explained. . 

“Some building has been done 
in this area of small houses, but 
all were proven necessities.” 

Improvements may be made and 
building done if the total cost, in- 
cluding that of labor, is $200 or 
less. The exceptions are. those 
improvements or buildings for 
agricultural,needs, which may be 
made up to $1,000, which must in- 
clude total expenditure and also 
that of labor. 

Mr. Sargent expressed the opin- 
ion that building in Upland and 
vicinity should really boom when 
federal “building restrictions are 
modified or removed altogether,

Included in the collection of 
dangerous weapons is a pair of 
metal knucks and @ pair of Phil- 
lipine’ slashers. The latter are 
attached to game chickens in 
fights. 

Lt. Palmer also explained that 
while it is a misdemeanor to 
carry a gun capable of being con- 
cealed, it is a felony to have in 
one’s possession a blackjack or 
metal knucks, 

Yes, the weapon case at the 
police department is full of dan- 
gerous weapons, but nearly every- 
one is concrete proof that Upland 
police officials know no bounds 
in the fulfillment of their duties 
in maintaining law and order and 
making Upland a safer, better 
place to live.

BOMBING MISSIONS 


First Lieutenant Leon Lam- 
phear is back in Upland today af- 
ter 25 bombing sorties over Eur- 
ope, and unlike many of his com- 
rades he escaped without even a 
scratch and none of his 10-man 
bombing crew ever figured in any 
combative mishap. 

“T was just lucky, that’s all 
there is to it,’ modestly reported 
the Uplander, wearing a trim, 
khaki officer's dress suit. The 
distinguished flying cross, oak 
leaf clusters and the air corps 
added to the appearance 
of the nattily-attired officer, who 
arrived in Upland on Wednesday 
from England. 

Lt. and Mrs. Lamphear are 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hugh Lamphear, 406 East Arrow 
highway, the latter couple hav- 
ing come to their Upland home 
from Long Beach to greet their 
hero son. 

PROSPECTS BRIGHTER 

While recognizing that losses 
in the air corps have been some- 
what heavy, the lieutenant looked 
to the future and predicted that 
within a short time the Allies will 
be able to overwhelm the enemy 
with such a strong force the cas- 
ualties will be lighter. 

Lt. Lamphear_ got several 
glimpses of Berlin from his co- 
pilot’s seat in a B-17, a heavy 
bomber. 


“When we have plenty of fight- | 


ers it is not so bad, but at other 
times the Germans come at us 
with all their might, and it real- 
ly is a battle,” explained the Up- 
lander, although he shied away 
from much detailed reference to 
his experiences. 

As to how he avoided enemy 
bullets, the flier simply stated 
that the gunners started firing 
that saved us”. 

When 10 men go through 25 
bombing missions, a strong bond 
of friendship develops, he report- 
ed. “Once,” he continued, “one 
of our gunners got an ear infec- 
tion and we had a_ substitute. 
None of us felt just right. It 
didn’t seem natural until our reg- 
ular crewman got back with us.”
